Applicants failed to place the application in compliance with the sequence rules set forth 
under 37 CFR §§ 1.821-825, as was required by the prior Office Action. See 37 CFR § 1.1 1 1. 

At page 6 of the amendment filed September 8, 2004, Applicant has remarked: "The 
Sequence Listing has been modified to better recite the nomenclature of the specificafion and to 
incorporate the identified substitutions". 

However, Applicant's amendment has resolved the deficiency only in part. Although as 
Applicant's remarks suggest, the deficiency noted in section 4(b) of the Office action (page 3) 
has been resolved, the deficiency noted in section 4(a) has not. 

MPEP § 2423 and 37 CFR § 1.822 set forth the symbols and format that must be used for 
disclosures of sequence data; as noted the symbols and format used in the instant disclosure are 
not consistent with these rules. The sequence data disclosed in the specification should be 
presented using the same format and using the same nomenclature used in the Sequence Listing. 

Li reply to this Office communication. Applicant should amend the specification to 
describe sequence data according to the prescribed format and using proper nomenclature.
